City Is to.Devise Means Whereby 
Mill-Per-Passenger Tax Can 
Be Collected. 


SUBURBAN’ IGNORES LAW 


Estimated Amount So Derived Would 
Yield City $150,000 
. Yearly. 


Monday morning a caucus will be held by 
city officials to devise means to compel 
the St. Louls Transit Co. and the St. Louls 
& Suburban Railroad Cv. to comply with 
the new license law, which they have ig- 
nored. 

The officers who will form the caucus 
are Comptroller Player, License Collector 
Clifford, City Register Fitzgibbon and City 
Counselor Bates. 

The new law went into effect Jan. 1 of 


this year. 

Under the old law the street.car com- 
panies were compelled to pay 4 license of 
$4 per car per year. 

The new law provides that they must 
pay a tax of one mill per passenger car- 
ried. If complied with the city would be 
in receipt of an anaual income therefrom 


of $150,000. 

This law was ignored by both. compa- 
nies when it went*into effect, neither did 
they attempt to comply with the old law. 

One of the provisions of the new law ifs 
that each company shall make a daily 
report to the city. 

It must show by the register the number 
of passengers it Nas carried, and. at the 
end of euch quarter after the comptroller 
hes investigated the reports and has com- 
puted the amounts due the city, the if- 
Gense collector shall collect them. 

Neither company has made a daily report 
of ite passengers. Saturday, however, the 
Bt. Louis & Suburban Co. filed its quar- 
terly report at the City Hall, which showed | 
that during the quarter it had carried 
4,751,315 passengers, which, at the rate of 

1 mill for each, would entitle the city to 
ser. This report gives the city a basis 
on which to figure. 

The Transit company has sent in no 
report on which the nature of things would 
show a much greater revenue due. 

The law says that the license colieotor 
shail demand ithe taxes due on the 16th 
of the month following the end of the 
quartcr. The date for collecting the first 
tax from the street railway companies 
under the law will be April 16, of which date 
Mr. Clifford will demand the amount due 
from the Suburban company and the tax 


due from the Transit company will be es- 


timated. 
Failure to comply with the law renders 
es pos rations subject to a firle of from 
, and each day shall be -counted 
a sep Tineeate offense. For failure to make the

IBOERS LOSE 


SKIRMISH 


WITH BRITONS FOR A 
WORLD’ 


S FAIR KOPJE 


Coveted Hill Is Taken by 


The arrival of 40 Boers, Britons and Kaf- 
firs for the South African-Boer war exhibit 
made Saturday morning very warlike out at 
the Exposition grounds. 

There was a prospect that the Boer- 
British war would be tesumed in earnest. 
The Boers left their train and marched 
over to the quarters’ provided for them. 


them and taken the best of the SW tents 
pitched for the people who are to nartici- 
pate in the exhibit. 

The men from the Transvaal number 209, 
and they are accompanied by 60 women and 
children. The British number 150, all men. 

When tho Boers discovered that the pick 
of the tents had been taken, they were 
highly incense, and withdrew to a hillside, 
‘near their camping ground, east of the 
Agricultura! building, and held a war con- 
ference, with the red, white and blue green- 
edged Boer flag planted in the ground,in 
their midst. ' 

They concluded that they had been un- 
fairly dealt with, and sent a delegation to 
the Hritish oficers to demand a better di- 
viston of cam,» comforts Their tndignation 
was chietiy directed to Maj. Scott Hard- 
ing. and he was tnformed that unless better 
eare was to te taken of the Boer contingent 
there would be a mutiny. 

rhe Boers were miserable, indeed. Stand- 
out on the cold hillside, without protection 
from the rain, sleet and chilling wind. 
they were shivering with a discomfort that 
did not make their humor any the less ill
